(Maybe I am using 
the dilluted stuff.) More powerful solvents tend to dissolve the plastic 
itself. 


I tried WD40. I sprayed a little into a cotton swab and swabbed it on the 
sticky area. That Scotch tape glue and most other adhesives seem to 

dissolve very well in WD40 and the plastic is not affected. Of course, 

there is an oily film left on the plastic but that cleans right off with the 
alcohol. It is a two-step process that works very well and very quickly for me.

Thought I'd toss this one out, because old electronics sometimes have 
ball and needle bearings in various places. This includes loose balls 
(the type that always drop on the floor and vanish) and needles. 


Ball and needle bearings have been made to standard sizes since the 
WWI era. There are two series: inch and metric. If you need balls or 
needles, just measure one, and go down to your local bearing supply 


place. If they haven't got them in stock, they'll order them for you. 
100 .093 inch (3/32) balls to replace the gravel in a Hallicrafters 
S-36A dial drive cost me $5, and I had them in a few days. 


Assembled bearings have manufacturer's name and part numbers engraved 
on them, generally on the outer race. Bearing supply places can use 
this to identify the bearing and get you a new one. A few years ago I 
overhauled a little Singer hand vacuum from the 1920's. It had ball 
bearings with loose races and balls originally. Armed with the 
dimensions of the races, a few minutes at the bearing supply place 
indentified a nice prelubricated double-shielded bearing as a suitable 
replacement, and I think $5 put brand new bearings in the unit. 


Bearing supply houses are not difficult to find, although you won't 
find one in every village and hamlet in the US. Anyplace that has any 
sort of industrial park or a few factories will have one of these 
places, and a look in the Yellow Pages under "bearings" generally will 
produce a few names, both local and out-of-town. 


Bearing supply places can generally supply presized press-in oilite 
bronze sleeves as well. You may have to cut down the length, but that 
is a quick lathe job that a machine shop will generally do for you in 
a few minutes if you don't have a lathe. 


Small Parts in Florida, which I learned about from Bobbi Barmore, also 
supplies loose bearing balls in various sizes, and a whole lot of 
other handy mechanical stuff. They also can supply the small screws 
used in old electronics. 


There used to be a place called Boston Gear in the Boston area 
(Somerville?) that supplied all sorts of small gears and similar 
stuff. I recall using their catalog to select stuff to use, and 
ordering from them, because the mechanical guys at the little 
engineering outfits I worked for used them. Anybody on the list know 
about Boston Gear or similar places?

I have successfully reglued loose tube bases using an epoxy (two 
ingredient) which I got years ago from Sears. It was a filled expoxy (has 
stuff in it to make it stronger--not necessarily needed in this 
application) & dark gray in color. I no longer have the tube so don't 
know exactly what the label said. 


If very high temperature might be reached by the tube (e.g. in power use), 
then maybe an auto parts store might have a really high temp epoxy (no, I 
don't mean high temp silicone adhesive). 


However, GM8APX's note on same subject makes me wonder about the 
possibility of using very high temp (automotive) silicone adhesive. Does 
there have to be any compliance (possibility of movement) at the tube's 
glass envelope & the base? Is there a substantial difference in the 
thermal coefficients of expansion of glass & socket materials? Is there 
enuf delta Temp here?

I use G.E. household silicone adhesive for putting the glass back into 
meters. It sticks well to both glass & plastic (even old plastic) meter 
housings. 


I let the glass & case cure for several days though as the usual silicone 
adhesive outgasses acetic acid for a while & don't want that to get into 
the meter movement, caustic I think. 


I also think the permanent rubberiness of it makes a better seal.

On the open heater toob, you might try an old automotive spark coil in a dark 
room, 

driven with a momentary on switch and a battery or power supply. Any spark 
visible up in the envelope will suggest that it's not much use in pursuing a 
base removal. Second step would be resoldering the leads with the aid of some 
flux. You might be lucky and have a bad solder joint in the base. That puts 
actual base removal last, where the hardest part should always reside.
